iqent crop reports should be ridiculed, scorn d, exposed by all who 
believe in competent, honest reports. 
I still advise farmers not to sell 
corn at less than 60 cents, Chicago markets. 
SCIENCE NOTES 
Near the southern end of Hudson bay is a secondary magnetic 
pole and the storm centers of North America move in a semicircle 
around and south of that magnetic center. 
The latter seems not to be 
entirely stationary, and if the U. S. weather bureau would determine 
the varation of that magnetic pole it might aid in forecasting the 
paths of storms across the continent. 
The scientific world has taken on a boom favorable to long range 
weather forecasts. 
The possibility of their success is no longer doubt­ 
ed. 
All the magazines are discussing the subject and the U. 8. 
weather bureau is being pressed to begin the work—the month-in-ad- 
vance forecasts.
